FIRE LICKS UFA MISSISSIPPI STEAMER 


IN A FEW MINUTES, 


And Forty Lives Are Quenched by the 


Flames and in the Dark 


Waters.

gained such headway that it was impossible 
to stay thoir course, and in n short timo 
uothing was loft o£ tho (most bout rm the 
lower Mississippi. It is impossible now to 
Eivo tho naraos of all who were hurnod or 
drowned, but it is known that between 
thirty-flvo and forty passengers un'.l boat 
hands lost thoir lives. 


The steamer was valued at $100,000, and 


hisurod for $27,SOO, principally with Now 
Orleans companies. Tho cargo wiw valuer! 
at $150,000; insurance) unknown. 


From interviews with oflicors and mon of 


the ill-fated steamboat, Tho Now Orleans 
States has collected tho following details of 
tho disaster: 


Tho Whlto was haulod up to tho bank and 


thirty or forty roustabouts wero getting cot- 
ton-sootl aboard 
whon Watchman Tom 


Miller bogan to ring tho alarm hell and 
shouts of "Firo!" wero hoard. Groat con- 
fusion ousued. Employes ran quickly about 
to wako up tho sleeping passengers, who hur- 
ried out partly dressed and panic-stricken. 
Second Engineer Tom Barry was tho man 
who first saw tho lire. It was in a cotton 
bale amidships. Ho cried flro and Millar at 
once bogan ringing tho boll and stayed at 
ha post until driven, away by tho advancing 
flames. 


William McGroavy, chief ongiuoor, was 


asleep iu tho texos, being awakened by tho 
clanging bell, sprang from his bod and 
groped his way through tho smoke to tho 
forward part of tho toxas to arouse his part- 
ner, John Palasior, second assistant engineer. 
Meeting Palasier about midway, tho two 
men then began to search through tho suffo- 
cating smoko for tho others who slopt in tho 
texas. Thoy woro unable to discover anv 
ono and, believing all hart escaped but them- 
selves, thoy crawled to tho hurricane dock, 
from whence they climbed down on one side 
of tho stanchions to tho right side of the boat 
and escaped to the shore. 


Two streams of water had boon brought to 


play upon the flro and the engineers fought 
tho llamos stop by stop, but wero finally 
forced to drop tho hose and save themselves. 


Head Clerk McVay waj in his cabin when 


lie heard tho flrst alarm. Ho hud barely timo 
to socnre some of tho money from tUo snfo 
and tho most valuable papers, before tho 
tlamcs were upon him. 
Ho thon ran out and 


dovotod himself to efforts to save the pas- 
sengers. He says there wero fifteen to eight- 
eon cabin passengers, of whom eight were 
ladies. Ho first wakened Second Clerk Col- 
laban, who did not stop to put on any cloth- 
ing except his shirt and trousers. MeVny 
and Callahan mado a rapid tour of the rooms 
to make sure that no ono was left unwarnod 
of danger. Among tho passengers 
who 


crowded together oil tho dock, most of whom 
wero clad only in their night garments, was a 
gentleman who was recognized as tho super- 
intendent of tho Vidalia Southern railroad 
who was traveling with his wifo and two 
little girls, 0 and 12 yoars old. As tho roar- 
ing (lames caino noar tho group, the father, 
seeing that they would bo burnod to doath if 
they remained, grasped his littlo girls ono 
after tho other and throw them into the 
water. He was urging his wifo to tako tho 
loap when a burst ot flames enveloped them. 
Thoy soon fell, apparently suffocated 
by in- 


haling the fire, and wore burnod to death. 


John Stout and Bob Smith, tho pilots on 


watch, woro in tho pilot houso and woro 
coaipolJod to jump into tho rivor, where they 
were picked up. They had a narrow oscapo 
from doath. So quick was tho spread of tho 
flames that it was impossible to sec who es- 
caped and who perished. While thoy wore 
escaping as best thoy could, tho steampipo 
burst. Tho force of the explosion was ter- 
riuc. Many bales of cotton wero thrown 
high in tho air where thoy revolved several 
times and then fell into tho river. 
Just 


after tho explosion shrieks were heard com- 
ing from tho stern of tho boat. Two colored 
women wero seen enveloped by tho flames. A 
moment later thoy had fallen and disap- 
peared. 


Tho rescued woro picked up by the steam- 


boat Stella Wild. As tho last wore being 
taken aboard, tho four kegs o£ powder on 
board blow up and hurled tho burning wreck 
in all directions. Thia virtually put tho flro 
out, as but little was left to burn. A minuto 
or two after tbo explosion a cry for aid was 
hoard from mid-3troara. A boat was low- 
orod from tho Stella Wild and pulled in the 
direction of tho cry for help. A man was 
ieeu through tho darkness clinging to a cot- 
ton bale, but Just as tho boat was nearing 
him, tho balo turned over, tho man's hold 
was loosened and he sank to rise no more. 


Tho statemono of William M'cGroaw, tho 


chief engineer of the J. M. White, is as fol- 
lows: "At about 11:10 
o'clock Monday 


nigh:, while standing at Dr. Ferrutis' place 
above tho postoffico landing at Point Coupeo, 
at which place tho boat was loading cotton 
sood, f ire broke out amidships ou top of tho 
cotton- below tho boiler dock. Engineers 
Barry and Jonny, who wero on watolTat tho 
time, gave tho alarm. ' Tho pumps wero put 
to work but without avail Tom Millor, tho 
watchman, gave tho alarm by ringing the 
bell, and Clerks Callahan and Hill at once 
aroused tho people iu the cabin. Tho flro 
spread rapidly and iu less than fifteen miu- 
utes the boat had burned to tho water's odge. 
There wero four kegs of powder in tho maga- 
zine, and the moment tho firoM-eached them 
the flames shot up over 300 foot high. The 
sight was tho most heartrending ono over 
witnessed by human being. The shoutiug 
of the women ond children for help was aw- 
ful. 
I saw the superintendent oC tho Vidalia 


railroad standing oft outside tho ladies' cabin, 
throwing his two pretty babies into "±a 
water. Ho stood thero and was burned to 
death with his wifo. Among those lost are 
Louis Baker, second cool;; Owen Amos, por- 
ter; Dick Randolph, fireman, and Capt. 
Wash Floyd. A prize ox team taken on at 
V ickburg was roasted to doath and two of 
tho five keepers also perished. Thero wero 
in tho cabin nine lady passengers and about 
eight men." 


While endeavoring to save himself M> 


McGreavy had his hair singed and' was 
slightly buriiod about the head. Tho credit 
for saving the survivors is duo to Andy 
Pierce, a sailor, and Antonio Nebatui » 
fireman.

THE RELIEF OF CHARLESTON. 


Amount ol' Money Subscribed aud What 


Was Done with It. 


CHAHLESTO.V, S. C., Dec. 15.—The earth- 


quake roliof committee, hoadod by Mayor 
Courtenay, chairman, made a formal report 
to the city council Tuosday night of tho total 
amount contributed by tho country in gon- 
i-ral for tho relief of tho earthquake suffer- 
ers, together with tho disposition they have 
made of tho same. Tho labors of tho coni- 
mittoo are now nearly flniihod, and from 
Sheir report tho following facts aro ob- 
tained; 


The total amount of tho various sums rc- 


:eivod by tho committee up to date aggre- 
gate $815,000. Of this sum Xe\v Tork city 
contributed f!52,OT3; New York state, out- 
side of New York city, about fSO.OOO. Bos- 
ton's contribution was $70,900; Baltimore, 
SW,%0; Now Orleans, 7,75?, and San Fran- 
cisco, SIU.OTO. 
Tho 
remainder was con- 


tributed by the othor states and territories of 
tho Union, nearly ovory ono of which sent 
something. 


In addition to tha „above, handsome sums 


woro recuivcd from many countries of tho Old 
World. The citizens of South Carolina con- 
tributed to tho roliof 
fund $13,103 
and 


Charleston ?3,000. The following consider- 
able amounts were contributed by private 
parties, and for robuildingshattorod churchos 
and charitable institutions: To Episcopal 
ohurches, f85,000; Boman Catholic, $20,000- 
Presbyterian, 
$15,000; 
Baptist, 
?lu,OI>0; 


Methodist, £8,4(>4; Huguenot, $0,100; Lu-

Tho balance remaining 01 
hand is now f ISC, 000, and from this amoun 
tho committee have appropriated fSO.OOO to 
complete repairs to injured houses, and tho 
remainder is to be devoted to building a'city 
hospital in place of tho ono destroyed by tho 
earthquake. Tho new hospital will be 
memorial to the muniticont charity of the 
American people.

The letter ho referred to was from 
Finloy Anderson, who was tbo roprosonta- 
tivjof The Now York Herald in London 
when Stanley bogan his career of explora- 
tion, and from whom tho latter received his 
Instructions.

warm tribute to Mr. Stanley's services in be- 
half of civilization and clot-os witb a fervent 
wish for his safe return from tho duty to 
which Kinp; Leopold may assign him, and a 
hearty God speed.

REPORT ON THE TELEGRAPH LINES 


OF LAND GRANT ROADS. 


No Monopoly or Tliolr Urto by One Com-

J. Warner, ot Ohio, has submitted 
his report to inn committee on jiostollices and 
post-roads on tiie subject o£ subsidized rail- 
road telegraph lines and their tranaler to tho 
Western Union Telegraph company, which 
was investigated by tho committee last 
spring. Tho roport is very lengthy and holds 
that tho telegraph lines of these railways 
must bo oporatod-for the equal boneiis oC all, 
without discrimination in favor o£ or against 
any, and that therefore all telegraph com- 
panies must bo given tho same terms for tbo 
uso of tho lines. 
Tho telegraph linos oC tho 


land grant roads, tbo report says, aro sub- 
ject to tho same obligations as tho railways, 
and thnt thu contracts of tho companies with 
tho Western Union cxdurfvoly are without 
authority ot law, and sustains this conclusion 
by reference to acts oC congress and decisions 
of the supremo court. 


A bill is proposed as a substitute for tbp 


various measures referred to tho committee 
on tho subject, and its passage is asked. Tho 
bill extends tho provisions of tbo act ot June 
20, 1S7-I, relating to railroads, to telegraph 
lines as well, and besides, makes it the duty of 
tho attorney general to institute proceedings 
in tho federal courts to adjudicate tlio rights 
of tho parties alleging to have contracts ivitl) 
theso telegraph liuos, to annul and set them 
aside.

The report and tho bill wore both endorsed
